Democrats Have the Tariff 


Measure Practically 


Completed. 


FEW CHANGES MADE 


Washington. April 10.—Democrats of 


the house continued their caucus on 
tariff revision today with the expecta- 
tion of completing by nightfall the ad- 
ministrative provisions of the bill and 
of disposing of numerous ways and 
means committee amendments. 
These 


amendments do not affect the substance 
of tho tariff bill to any extent but are 
intended to clarify and strengthen the 
measure and 
include a few relatively 


unimportant rutes. 
So far th« only 


substantial change made in the tariff 
bill has been thn transfer of shoe ma- 
chinery to the free list. 


The republicans of the ways «ml 


means committee also conferred to'day 
over the amendments which they pro- 
pose to offer as substitutes for 
the 


democratic wool and cotton schedules. 


The ways and means committee ma- 


jority agreed today to a transfer of 
buckwheat and ryo to the free list and 
to ndd savings banks not conducted for 
profit to the list of exemptions from the 
operation of the income tax. They were 
reported later to the caucus. There was 
no change in the rate of wheat in which 
the millers have been making n great 
light because of the putting of flour on 
the free list.

transact the duties of the chief execu- 
tive of Fort Wayne as he believed they 
should be taken care of. 


When It, became known thnt the sen- 


ator had returned to Fort Wayne hia 
office was besieged by hundreds of culls, 
personal and Ivy telephone, all wanting 
to hear him conlirm the rumor started 
during his absence that he would be a 
candidate for mayor on the democratic 
ticket, and there was marked rejoicing 
in the ranks of those who are support- 
ing William .1. Hoscy, Veter A. Braun 
and Albert K. Melching. when it was 
made known to them that Mr. Fleming 
would not enter tho race. 


Appreciates Confidence.

out even a. campaign," Mr. Fleming was 
informed this noon, as he dined at tho 
Anthony hotel.

Molly Eliott Sewnll told the commit-

COMMENT ON COURT 


ORDER JUSTIFIED 


Article Forming Basis of 


Complaint is Held "Sub- 


stantially True." 


Jefferson City, Mo., April 
1!>.—Wil- 


liam R. Xelson, editor and owner of the 
Kansas City Star, was found not guilty 
of malice in the pubfication of »n ar- 
ticle for which be wns adjudged guilty 
of contempt of court and sentenced to n 
day in jail last February by Circuit 
Judge .losi'ph A. (Jtitliric. 


The article itself was "substantially 


true" and "unless the court's opinion 
that, article in itself is contcmputous'' 
the 
petitioner 
should be 
discharged. 


These were the lindings reported to the 
Missouri supreme court today by its 
commissioner in the case, Charles C. 
(/row. of Kansas City. 


The article complained of state.d that 


Judge (iuthrie had refused-to dismiss 
the divorce suit, of Minnie L. against 
Claude 
K Clevinger until 
attorney's 


fees were paid and that the refusal 
came after 
the Clevinger's had been 


reconciled and had asked the dismissal 
of the case. 


What Report Says. 


"Your commissioner finds." says the 


report, "from (he evidence submitted 
and considered, that the article referred 
to was substantially true and as nearly 
a correct report of court proceedings as 
could be expected fom a layman and 
that, the experience of your commission- 
er has been that many lawyers would 
have made' as many errors as appear in 
this article. 


"The author of this article complained 


of. Mr. Murphy, was a layman and 
moreover even had he been learned in 
tlie law he would have been of the 
opinion thnt the order in the Clevinger 
case was unusual in that it 
imposed 


conditions upon the right of the plain- 
tiff to dismiss a suit for divorce.

of mercy to the afflicted, ami they have 
shared in the success of the hospitals 
with whicb thev are connected. 


Many Train Here. 


In the last tMI_ years more than 300 


young women have attended nnd gradu- 
ated from the training schools main- 
tained by the Luthernii .-mil Hope hos- 
pitals. 
Many are still in Fort Wayne, 


some have married and abandoned their 
profession, some are doing private, work 
and others are doing special work, but 
they nil hail to complete the same cur- 
riculum, and all of them were required 
to spend approximately the same amount 
of time, and work in the hospitals before 
they were awarded their diplomas, nnd 
that means a lot, in fact more than *h« 
average man or woman realizes thst a 
nursp js required to accomplish.

the Lutheran and the .St. Joseph hospi- 
tals 
each 
maintain slendid 
training 


school*, though the latter institution 
admits only those who desire to become, 
allied with the religious order in charge 
there.

tlyit is n matter decided by the school. 
Miss Laura A. Logan, superintendent of 
the Hope hospital school, declares that 
she always desires to secure girls who 
have had one year in high school, but 
those who have completed their gram- 
nmr school course nre often admitted, 


"When applying for admission, many 


reasons arc given by the girls," said 
Miss Antri Lnuman. superintendent of 
the Lutheran hospital training school. 
Some sav they fe*»l that they are espe- 
cially adapted to the work, others be- 
lieve that they would like it. and others 
say that lliey tind they will be required 
to work, and after looking about be- 
lieve that they can earn more by be- 
coming trained* nurses." 


The work is hard at first, and those 


in charge of the schools know it. there- 
fore in many institutions the applicant? 
are ou probation for two months before 
they are uniformed 
as 
nurses. Mrs. 


Lnnise Rolf, matron nt the Lutheran 
hospital, says that many different rea- 
sons are given by girls for desiring to 
become iiurscH. but the most frequent 
reason is Unit most, of thnse who apply 
believe they can make better SIICCCKH in 
this profusion than in any other.

morning meal is served the patients and 
later when the trays arc removed the 
sick arc. made comfortable by a nice re- 
freshing bath. Then the room is cleaned 
and all the wants nf the sufferers am 
attended to by in o'clock, at which time 
the visiting physicians make their calls. 
The nurse in charge has the dressings 
ready for these visits, assists in 
the 


dressings 
and keeps a. record of the 


physician's directions. 


IMnner is served at 12 o'clock and tht 


afte.rnoon work goes on us usual. 
If 


possible the nurses are allowed two or 
three hours off duty for rest, study 
and much needed recreation. On regu- 
lar days and nights during each week 
lectures are given, and all are expected 
to attend them. 


Operating Room Nurses. 


Operating room nurses report, for duty 


at 7 o'clock to 
the 
permanent head 


nurse, and it is necessary that all their 
work be done in accordance with the 
rules of the institution with which they 
are connected. The. operating rooms arc. 
attended to first, and all the instru- 
ments, towels, 
sheets, 
dressings 
and 


gowna are sterilized, and all the solu- 
tions to be used by the physicians are, 
prepared by the nurses. 
These nurses 


also carefully prepare nil sterile dress- 
ings which are used in the private rooms 
and wards. The head nurse assists in 
all operations, counts sponges and han- 
dles instruments for the surgeons. 


The office nurse admits all patients, 


keeps written history of them and their 
cases. 
She also receives and carries 


messages, keeps a day and night report 
;>u file so that she cnn give the. physi- 
cians intelligent reports when inquiries 
are made in regard to their patients. 
In the absence of the matron or super- 
intendent she receives and makes en- 
tries of all money paid into the hospi- 
tal. 


In the Diet Kitchen. 


The- nurse in the ^diet kitchen most 


carefully presides over this indispensa- 
ble department. 
She prepares appetiz- 


ing and nourishing dishes and serves 
them daintily to tlio pntientn. The gen- 
ral kitchen is not neglected either, anrl 
its interests are carefully guarded, and 
from that department, three times each 
day, palatable dishes find their^-wny to 
the dining table where the nurses and 
;i!I others who are connected with the 
hospital partake of them with a-relish. 


All of this work, however, i» under 


the direct supervision of the superin- 
tendent, anil it is on her that falls much 
of the buiilen of the daily toil about 
the hospitals. She supervises the nurses, 
p!:;ns the lectures ami personnilv 
in- 


structs in some branches. 


Have Good Working Hours. 


The nurses of 
Kort Wayne extend 


(heir sympathy In tl'c nurses of Cali- 
fornia, who are working to secure legis- 
lation which will provide for only eight 
hours work a day for nurses. The local 
nurses are in position to be thankful, 
for they already have hours which al- 
low them sufTicicnt recreation and give 
them a little time each flny to get out- 
hide and think of something besides the 
sick room. 


At Hope hospital Miss Logan has ar-

Corrupt Practice Act Upheld 


V 


"While we do not believe there has ever been serious] 


ftoubt of a general character regarding the validity of 
corrupt practice act passed by the Indiana legislature 
in 1911, the decision of the supreme court upholding the 
constitutionality of the measure is valuable because it re-, 
moves any lingering shadow of doubt that may have sur- 
rounded it. The gist of the opinion, rendered in a case! 
appealed from Floyd county, is to the effect that the act 
"contains no exceptions,7' but every one is made guilty 
of corrupt jrractices who gives anything of. value to any 
person for the purpose of influencing the vote of any one 
at an election or primary." 
^ 


The, 
case in point hinged upon the fact that a candi- 


'date for prosecuting attorney gave another a sum of 
money to work for his nomination at a primary, and the, 
supreme court holds that the lower court erred in quashing 
an indictment returned by the grand jury in the case. It' 
establishes the fact that the hiring of precinct workers by 
any candidate is illegal, and effectually disposes of one of 
the subterfuges through which the old-time profes- 
sional "worker" sought to continue his graft upon can- 
'didates for public place. Some other points in the law 
have not yet been given a test in the courts, but the ruling 
covers one of the vital phases of the statute, and one 
which contributes largely to the freeing of the campaigns 
from the shameless use of money which has been one of 
the crying evils of former years. The cornipt practice act, 
has already done much to free Indiana elections of sus- 
picion, and it will do still more. AVith the single excep- 
tion of attempt at press-muzzling, the amendments added 
by the receiit legislature will tend to increase its effective- 
ness, and no newspaper is likely to be deterred from in-

located at Cnlhoun nnd Grand streets, 
with its entrances on the latter street, 
(lie site of the old Waliash freight house.

$200,000 when complete, nnd a force of 
workmen has nlreiidy hecn engaged for 
some months in making the excavatior.fi 
!nnd installing the foundations for the 


large structure. It is expected Hint both 
stations will be completed nnd in use he- 
fore tin; close of the present, year. They 
are the natural outcome of improvements 
incidental to the sepnrntion of grades by 
which n number of the most dnngerous 
rnilrond crossings in Fort Wayne have 
already been eliminated, and in the nn'.- 
iirul order of things still others will fol- 
low.

SPBING GREENS 


After the long winter months, irith 


their limited supply of green vegetables, 
one has a cravinpr for greens. 


It is surprising what combinations one 


can resort to with good results. 


Spinach we have, "like the poor." with 


us most of the time, but often this dish 
can be improved by the addition of a lev 
radish tops or the coarse leaves of let- 
tuce. 
Spinach Is far from an inexpen- 


sive dish, requiring- much time and plenty 
of water in the preparation. It has littl'o 
food value, but its refreshing nnd laxn- 
tive qualities make it a valuable adjunct 
to the more substantial foods. It con- 
tains only a suggestion of sugar and no 
Btarch. 


To clean the spinach cut off the roots 


and drop the leaves Into a large pan of 
clear, cold water, rinso well and put them 
into n second pan of Trater. 
Continue 


thin until there in no s»nd-4n the bottom 
of the pan in which the vegetable was 
washed. If at all wilted allow to remain 
in rlenr. cold or cold running -water for 
.•m hour and it will bo crtap and fresh. 
Dm in, have three quarts of boiling -water 
anil one, teaspoon of salt for one-half 
peck of spinach. Put the spinach in the 
iciling water. Cover. IVIien it begins 
to boil draw the cover aside about half 
nn inch to allow the steam to escape. 
Boil ten minutes. Turn Into colander, 
drain, then turn cold water over ifc and 
allow to drain. Mines coarse or fine ,i» 
you 'wish. Xow put In a pan and set on i 


top uf a kettle top or in a skilli-t uf h.it 
water. Xo vegetable requires ni much 
butter aa spinach,

SORREL. 


When spring comes the stomach is 


tired of thi' heavy diet it has been sur- 
feited with all winter and it often rebels 
against hot puddings, pastries and an 
over-supply of starch foods. 


That tired feeling, the "blues." intesti- 


nal indigestion, biliousness, auto-intoxj 
ration and often malaria and tonsilitn 
result from carrying over into the spring 
months the heavy food of winter. 


Our mothers used to dose us with 


sarsaparilla ten. sulphur and molasses, 
but we should know better than give to 
others or take ourselves that nauseous 
dose, for nil these conditions can bo pre- 
vented if the correct foods appear upon 
spring tables at least by the middle of 
April. 


The 
foods 
which the 
clever house- 


mother lirst can use on her table are 
those we call "greens," spinacb, cowslips 
and dandelions being particularly a cura- 
tive for "spring fever." 
Spinach has 


been called the broom of the stomach, 
because it is so bulky that it sweeps the 
alimentary tract, scraping the walls, and 
carrying away all waste. 


Dandelion is a splendid laxative and 


liver tonic. If you are bilious don't go 
to the, doctor and take an ugly dose of 
medicine. Go out into tho yard or park 
,and "dig a mess of dandelion greens" 
and eat them, but even if you have not 
(lie time to spend outdoors digging them, 
lie sure and eat them every time they 
are on the table. 


It is wonderful that Nature brings 


these foods to our notice when our body 
needs them most. 


Is one of the rapid spring growers ami 


can be combined with small turnip tops 
or beets, a little lettucT or may ho used 
alone. Cook it. the same as spinach. !<oi- 
rcl also makes a refreshing salad. 


The common "pig weed" and lamb- 


quarter grow in almost every climate 
und on all cultivated land. When very 
young these can be used for greens and 
should be cooked after the same recipes 
given for spinach. 


SWISS CHARD. 


Is a variety of the beet in which tbe 


leaf, stalk nnd mid-ribs are developed 
instead of the root. It is cultivated like 
spinach and the green tender leaves mat- 
he prepared after any recipe for spinach 
with perfect results. 


SPINACH. 


DANDELIONS 


When gathered before the flower bud* 


attain much size.make the best greens. 
The pleasant but slightly bitter flavor is 
much sought for its medicinal quality. 
The wild or roadside 
dandelion 
need* 


thorough cleaning, much washing and 
overlooking. Washing in slightly salted 
water will remove <tny tiny slug or bug. 


A-^mall bed in a garden In which dan- 


delions are cultivated will produce large 
leaves of a very tender variety with 
much milder flavor than tho uncultivated 
kind. Space will give a generous return 
in the spring for the smnll amount of 
care given it. 


'COWSLIPS. 


Found in damp, marshy locations, cow- 


slips make a very palatable dish. Purs- 
lane, that pest of most gardens and for 
most gardeners, is especially 
line if 


cooked with bacon and ham. Muslanl 
plants are plentiful in mnst places. The«i> 
require a little longer rooking and use 
only as far ns are tender. Rreak them 
aa one doc« asparagus, using the tender 
tops. Turnip tops, radish tops and let- 
tuce make a fine combination. Cook the 
radish nnd turnip at leiist ten minutes 
before adding the lettuce. 


Fresh 
spinach, when washed, hold 


enough wuter for rooking. 
Put in 


fiti-w pan ami cover and cook fifteen inin 
utes. press down, turn the spinach se 
eral times while cooking. At. the end o 
fifteen minutes drain, t u r n - t h e spinnc 
into chopping bowl, mince line, return t 
the stew pan and allow two tablespoon 
uf butter or drippings and one even tea 
spoon of salt. 
Mix well together ai 


serve very hot. Only very young tend 
spinach should In- ronkc.l in this wa\ 
as the flavor from (Iio older vegetable 'i 
strong and somewhat unpleasant. 


Spinach in nice served with egg. Tak 


.one-half peck of spinacb. two (ablospornt 
of butter and one teaspoon s;ilt, tw 
eggs. Wash and blanch (boil in water 
tho spinach, using ono teaspoon salt 
three quarts of water, boil ten minutes 
drain and mince fine, return to sauce pal 
add butter and lieat for five minutes 
Heap in a mound on a hot. dish, garnis 
with tbe hard-boiled eggs cut in slices. . 


Try spinach conked with salt pork. Tr 


prepare, cut one-half pound of salt pork 
into inch pieces, boil in three quarts o 
water until tender. Wasb spinach am 
cook in water with the, pork fifteen min 
utes, drain in colander and mince coarse 
Serve very hot with horseradish sauce 
(Inn tablespoon grated horseradish, one 
half cup weak vinegar, one pinch salt 
heaping teaspoon sugar. 


BEET GREENS. 


Young beet 
plants 
make deliciou 


greens, especially if tbe root has sonic 
little size. Ho not separate roots from 
leaves. Wash in many waters. Put \n 
stew pan and cover with boiling water 
adding one teaspoon of salt to every two 
quarts of greens, boil rapidly until ten- 
der (about twenty-five minutes), drain 
and chop rather coarse, season with but- 
ter nnd Halt.

Philadelphia, April 18.—A citizen in 
ho course of a conversation conccrn- 
ng old Philadelphia, tho other day, 
made tho remark that the rarest thing 
n the Quaker City nowadays was a 
Quaker. 
That has all the flavor of an 


pigram, but like most epigrams it 
onveys a false impression. The mem- 
)ei« of the Society of Friends are by 
no means extinct, as a glance at their 
veil attended 
yearly 
meeting* will 


irove, but it is undoubtedly a fact that 
he broadbrimraed hat and the slate col- 
red pqke bonnets are rapidly disap- 
pearing from the publi cview. Indeed 
ome persons predict that in another 
ecado or two this distinctive bit of 
oeal color will all but have disappeared 
rom the streets of Philadelphia. 


There tiro various reasons for ihii, 
nd one of them is that while all of 
hose who wear this distinctive garb are 
Quakers, all Quakers do not attire them- 
elves in this particular style of dress, 
n other words, there are the Orthodox 
"riends and the Religious Society of 
'rieuds, tbe latter being known as Hick- 
;es, a title taken from tho name of a 
prteful member of tho society at the 
ime the division came between the 
members of the organization in 1827. 


The Orthodox Friends have continued 


o be extremely conservative, not only 
n their methods of worship, but also 
in their manner of dress. The Hicks- 
ites, on the contrary, do not believe it 
is necessary to emphasize peculiarities 
of dress and speech, although they in- 
sist upon simplicity in both speech and 
dress. As » consequence of this many 
Quakers pass along the streets of tha 
city with no visible sign to mark them 
out from other members of the com- 
munitv. 
This, however, may be stat- 


ing the case too strongly, because no 
matter how garbed, the member) of 
both branches of the Society of Friends 
have an expression of peace upon their 
countenances which, to many persons, 
reflects the simplicity of their lives. 


Another reason in that many Friends 


who attend the yearjy meeting in this 


] city really live in tho suburbs and in 
' the 
adjacent 
counties of Delaware, 


Montgomeiy, Chester and Bucks. It is 
well known, of course, that tho Qua- 
kers, as a class, are thrifty, and M 
most of them amass a competence, they 
retire to pass their declining days amid 
the quiet anil joy of rural surround- 
injrs. 


Jt is claimed that there are about 


12,000 Quakers of all branches resid- 
ing in Philadelphia and adjacent towns 
and cities. They aro numerous In West 
Chester, Swarthmoro nnd Lansdowno in 
Pennsylvania, and in Morrlstown, N. J.

Raising Rabbits for the Fur They 


Bear

NEW opening for ambitious farmer 
folk or suburbanites who wish to 
add lo their income by using some 


of their land for the cultivation of mar- 
ketable products is now being developed in 
some parts of Europe and in a few in- 
stances in the United States. This is th» 
raising of rabbits and poultry for market, 
not as food supplies, hut with the object 
of furnishiug material for women's clothes. 
All manner of beautiful fur garments are 
now made up of the little "bunny" skins. 
Beaver, mole, the so-called "French seal" 
'and oven some of the pure white "er- 
mine" which has become so important a 
jpart of the wardrobe, they trace their 
genesis to the humble rabbit. 
Rabbits and 


hares are cultivated for this purpose and

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HEN a cotillon whistle sounded 
across the tanbark at Fort Myer 
on the afternoon of March 27 
the first musical drill of the sea- 
son for the benefit of the post 


.Men's .Christian Association opened wUh 


a spectacular sensation in the form of women 
drilling with regular cavalry officers- This is the 
first occasion on which women riders have par- 
ticipated with regular officers in executing cavalry 
tactics, and their daring riding sent thrill after 


thrill of excitement through the hundreds of 
Spectators. 
Thr. drill was repeated on the 


two following days. There is tilk now that 
women riders will take their cue from the 
Washington women and take up cavalry drill 
as a regular thing. 


The manner in which they drilled at Fort 


Mycr sh'owed that women are thoroughly capa- 
ble of mastering the most difficult movements 
of the drill ground. In daring they were not at 
all behind the men, either officers or enlisted men. 


There were some remarkably expert and 


'daring exhibitions of riding by enlisted men 
of the regular cavalry and by officers, but 
the big drawing card, the real sensational 
event of the drill, was the cavalry manoeuvres 
In which the women vied with the men for 
honors. 
The flower of American women 


riders participated in the drill, and on the 
programme there were many names well 
known in society and famous wherever the 
horse is king, either in America or Europe, 
»nd even in India, for Miss Agra Bennett, 
one of the young women who took part, 
made a name for herself in India for the way 
In which she sat and handled the Arabian 
ponies she rode there. 


Women riders in the horse show ring or at 


gymkhana games are no longer novelties. 
They have become fixtures, and those inter- 
ested in affairs appertaining to the horse 
have come to recognize the fact that they 
compete with men on an equal footing and 
that in daring, skill and verve they are at' 
least a match for their male competitors, 
and very often more than a match. 


But military riding has remained more or 


less man's province. 
Women have not often 


attempted a difficult cavalry drill calling for 
Instantaneous action in response to commands 
and necessitating absolute precision of move- 
ment with relation to the movement of their 
rifling comrades. 
Such a drill as was given 


at Fort Myer requires a vast amount of train- 
Ing and'practice besides mere skill in riding. 


The drill was called a "cotillon," but in ac- 


tuality it was a good stiff cavalry drill and the 
manoeuvres are considered far from easy even 
for the regular cavalry officers, who partici- 
pated on an equal footing with the women. 


There is Just enough element of danger in 


cavalry manoeuvres of this nature to attract 
the women who took part in them. It lends a 
zest not only for the participants, but for the 
spectators. It is an inspiring sight at any time 
to see a troop of cavalry swoop and wheel and 
reverse. The heart of the spectator is bound to 
thump with the thundc;ing hoof 
on turf 


or tanbark, but with sixteen pretty, graceful 
women manoeuvring in the drill the thrills come 
fast upon one another.

Kven tie leant 
enterprising of the trade and professional 
journals and those devoted to sports em- 
ploy skilled editors to put their items 
properly before the public, so that thcrs 
is to-day in Now York an immensely 
greater opportunity for men and women 
with editorial training than has ever ex- 
isted before. Not only would the school 
children of the country go without books 
in at least two-thirds of. the States of the 
Unior. if the publishing business ceased 
in New York; not only would the novel 
reader, the reader of history, of criticiwB, 
philosophy~Tmd works of modern science 
hunger in Tain for fresh intellectual pabu- 
lum should the presses which turn out the 
great volume of New York publications 
cease to work, but the farmer would fail 
to keep up on the new ideas in agriculture, 
the farmer's wife would be away behind 
the times in fashions, the young mother 
would bring up her child without regard 
to tho discoveries of modern science, the 
lives of the newest additions to the list 
of the world's heroes and heroines or seers 
and secresses would remain unread and • 
the poet of the future, the man who is now 
pounding out his lyrics in his back attic 
on Washington square, would continue 
to be the poet of the future with not the 
slightest possible connection with the or- 
dinary currency of to-day. 


"It's our place," said Mr. Ellsworth in 


summing up his remarks on the publish- 
ing business, "to welcome everything that 
comes to us and to give it all a good hear- 
ing. That is what New York is for. That 
is what a, publisher ig for. 
It isn't so 


easy, either, to judge a manuscript when 
It comes in and before it is put into type. 
Type makes a great deal of difference in 
one's point of view regarding an article or 
a book. 
Sometimes we make mistakes 


and don't take things that we wish after- 
ward ire had. At other times we make a 
different sort of mistake and take things 
that we later wish we hadn't. But we 
haven't made so many mistakes, after all. 
What we try to do is to see that all the 
newcomers arc received with sympathy 
and Oi.it we are a'Mc to see the value of 
anything sent in, even if our business 
judgment should he against its publica- 
tion." 


So much for what New York means to 


the making of books in this our country. 
It is a free for all business in which every- 
body is asked to compete and in which 
everybody has nn equal chance. The in- 
vitation is scattered broadcast throughout 
the country and is accepted year by year 
with more and more alacrity by all the 
youths and maidens throughout all the 
States who have literary bees in their bon- 
net*.

Beautiful, graceful, clever and trained

"I guess I am not as henpecked ns all 


that," he replied. "When she comes back 
I am going to keep right on eating meat, 
and I am sure she will not mind."

a diet of orange juice and she declared 
before she left for England that she 
would never eat meat if she lived to b« 
one hundred. 


Before Mrs. Dana left. Cambridge foe 


England she wrote over her own- signa- 
ture, "Mr. Dana is not planning a stren- 
uous winter session for himself. 
I hope 


to find him thoroughly rested and built 
up when I return to him in the spring.'"

PRODUCING SANITARY MILK 


BY I. H. FRANDSON. 


It Is not easy to say just what is the 


most important feature in the produc- 
tion of clean milk. Special stress may 
be placed upon some particular step, 
yet If carelessness is allowed to rule at 
other (steps much of the mosrt pains- 
taking care would count for naught in 
the final results. 


Clean and sanitary conditions are 


factors of fir«t importance upon which 
tno much stress cannot be laid. It Is 
impossible to produce goad" milk or 
good cream if dirt of any kind is al- 
lowed to get into It. Unless some pre- 
caution la taken at milking time, dirt 
and dust will be tare to fall into the 


Too frequently the care of milk 


utensils Is left to children or Inexperi- 
enced or careless persons. 


milk from the flanke and udder of th« 
cow. The greater part of this mthy 
matter dissolves In the milk, giving It 
not only undesirable odors and taints 
but also Inoculating It with bacterial 
germs. 


These perms mav have been gath- 


ered from stagnant water, muddy pools 
or mlrey yards, while the majority of 
them may not be disease-producing or 


especially harmful 
should they be 


transmitted to the human system, yet. 
to say the least, they are factors in 
bringing about decomposition of the 
milk. Filth and 
disease germs go 


hand In hand; the same carelessness 
that allows the one is likely to give 
access to the other. 
Hence, It is of the 


highest Importance that the cow be 
kept as nearly clean as possible. This 
can be accomplished largely by brush- 
Ing off all the loose dirt and dust from 
the flanks and udder but, if at all con- 
venient it is even better to wipe the 
udder with a damp cloth. This will 
take but a moment and will prevent 
large quantities of filth from getting 
into the milk. 
• 


The milker Interested In a pure, 


wholesome product should 
insist on 


wearing a special suit while milking. 
This suit need not be a white one, but 
such an one has the advantages of at 
least showing when It has become 
soiled a-nd furthermore. If the milker 
Is to keep it clean he will soon be 
forced to keep everything about him 
clean. 
The warm milk as It comes 


from the cow offers a splendid medium 
for the favorable growth of all kinds 
of bacteria which may gain access to 
it. In order to lessen this development 
milking should be done as carefully 
and quickly as possible and the milk 
strained through a metallic strainer. 
Do not use a cloth strainer for even 
under good conditions this soon be- 
comes a hot-bed for bacteria. 
Milk 


bottles are frequently returned from 
homes where contagious diseases exist. 
To prevent the spread of epidemics the 
Important work of washing milk uten- 
sils should not be intrusted to little 
children.

threatened by too maoh enthusiasm 
on the part of the prospective grow- 
ers. 
The department cends out a 


warning that If too- large an acreage 
Is planted the present season It -will 
be Impossible to ftecore an adequate 
supply of properly trained labor to 
pick the crop next antumn. If pick- 
ers cannot be secured the cro*p will go 
to waste In the Aeldn, or If the price 
for labor Is forced rip by competition 
for pickers the profits of cotton culture 
will diminish, pnrhaps to tho vanish- 
Jng point. Thir. In a matter to which 
the secretary calls the earnest atten- 
tion of the people of the Bait Rrver 
Valley. 
It Is foolish to rush Into 


Kgyptlan cotton culture on a scale no 
large that It will ne Impossible to get 
the crop properly car*d for during the 
growing season 'or to have It carefully 
picked when ripe. If the cotton grow- 
ers of the Salt River Valley will ex- 
pand their acreage gradually there Is 
no .reason why a large supply of 
Indian labor cannot be developed lo- 
:ally. 
Experience has shown that 


Indians can he taught to plcJc this 
cotton so that It may secure the high- 
est market price. 
At the expected 


•leld of 1.500 to 2,000 pounds of «eed 
:otton per acre. It would require a 


season of 80 to ?0 days for one good 
picker to harvest the crop of two 
acres. The acreage planted should bo 
proportioned to the number of pickers 
which may be depended upon. 
The 


number of Indians available as pickers 
I* very large, but It may take, several 
years to train them to become expert 
In the work so they can be depended 
upon to pick a large acreage. 
This 


Increasing supply of Indian labor, to- 
gether with the Mexican and other 
white labor, win permit a larger crop 
to be planted each year. 


To plunge Into Egyptian cotton.' to 


plant as much as five or six thousand 
acres this year, would he to Invite 
disaster. The prosperity of the Egyp- 
tian cotton Industry and of the people 
who produce, tho crop In the Salt 
River Valley will be much more cer- 
tain If tho expansion of acreage goes 
on slowly. Tt In doubtful If an aggre- 
gate of more than two or three thou- 
sand acres should bo plnnted this 
coming season. 


It Is highly Important that the asso- 


ciated cotton growers make an earnest 
effort to restrict the acreage this year 
so as to avoid a labor panic when the 
picking season arrives. 
More than 


this, the prospective growers, as well 
as others Interested In the develop- 
ment of the Bait River Valley, should 
make every 
effort 
to provide an 


adequate supply of cotton pickers, and 
this campaign ahould be started Im- 
mediately. 


INTELLIGENT 
SPRAYING 


Most of the Losses from Insects and Disease Which Are Found About 


Our Fruit Trees May Easily Be Overcome By Intelligent Orchard Practice. 


After years of the most forcible ob- 


ject lessons In the 
way 
of regular 


yields and good profits from sprayed 
orchards and Irregular yields and no 
profits from unsprayed orchards, the 
facl still remains that many owners of 
fruit trees do not yet realize the impor- 
tance of the subject. 
It cannot be 


doubted on the other hand, that manyj 
possessors of orchards realize some- 
thing of the Importance of spraying, 
pruning and other measures of or- 
chard hygiene, and yet fail to begin 
this work because they regard it as 
complex, hard to understand, difficult 
to accomplish, disagreeable and expen- 
sive. 
Spraying is none of these. The 


principles are few and easy to learn. 
The work is not complex and consid- 
ering the results that follow it. Is very 
Inexpensive. Spraying is 
insurance. 


Spraying pays. 
- In order to obtain results, however.

The only treatment that can be rec- 


ommended .at present Is to vigorously 
exclude all affected plants when set- 
ting. No one can afford to plant such 
trees under any circumstances. The 
risk is too great and the chance of ever 
getting any 
profitable return, from 


them far too small. 
Of course it Is 


always desirable that the trees or 
plants should he obtained from nurser- 
ies where the disease does not exist, 
but It Is not always possible to do thin. 
The next best thing to do Is to burn 
every tree found to be affected. 


Another class of root knot or galls, 


quite common In the south Is caused by 
eel worms. It Is called nematode galls. 
The- minute worms which 
produce 


these, galls are usually destroyed by 
freezing, so that but little trouble is 
caused In the northern states except 
with plants grown under glass. _Trees 
badly Infected are so weakened 'in vi- 
tality as to be unsuitable for planting 
and are likely not to survive the first 
hard frost

sale was made by all buyers guided 
by a. knowledge of the various adul- 
terants used;- seed adulteration would 
soon cease. 


Tho combination of seeds of stand- 


ard farm crops comnmndlng uniform- 
ly different prices In the seed market 
constitutes adulteration when the mix- 
ture is sold at the price of the more 
expensive seed. 
This Is illustrated by 


the combination of rcdtop and tim- 
othy offered as rcdtop. 


Another form of adulteration Is the 


use of dead seed of the kind offered 
for sale. Such dead seed 
may have 


lost Its vitality from advanced a.ge or 
from unfavorable conditions of har- 
vesting or of storage or it may con- 
sist of light screenings in which the 
seed perms never developed. 
Old 


seed having very low vitality or none 
at all doubtless is often offered for 
pale. 
Considerable worthless 
shriv- 


eled rod clover and alfalfa screenings 


are imported each year for 
use In 


adulterating red clover and

seed.

English Monks Forsake Seclusion 


to Rebuild Their Ruined Ancient Homes 


the sweat of their brown, by the 


training of fheir musclei, and by long 
hours of toll the Benedictine monka of 


Bnckfast Abbey, England, arc restoring 
their religious houie that lay in ruins for 
10 many yean succeeding the Reformation. 
religion* houi* that lay in rain* for BO 
many years sncceedlng the Reformation. 


In the lovely valley of the Dart, in 


Devonshire, they may be gcen drawing 
the heavy stone, dressing it, putting it in 
place, mixing mortar, carving emblems 
of beauty and religion and fashioning 
and polishing the woodwork. It is easy 
to see by their dress that they are monks, 
ret their garb is modified to suit their 
work. Their vestments arc drawn out 
of the way and they wear soft hats to 


their eyes from the «un. 


It le a tremendous work that the monks 


haT« undertaken. 
They have already 


been engaged upon it for many yeara, and 
It is etill unfinished. It Is being done BO 
thoroughly, however, that it will stand 
for centuries -to coma unless, at ii most 
unlikely, tome such disaster should fall 
npon the monasteries a* in the days of 
Henry VIII. 


The history of the Abbey of Buckfast 


goes back to the twilight of Church his- 


The exact date of its 


founding is lost In the mists of traflitiou. 
The earliest record of It appears In a 
grant made by King Canute (1015-1035) 
to the monks of BucUfaat of the manor of 
Bele, now called Zeal Monachorum. 


Early in the twelfth century it was in- 


corporated into the Benedictine congre- 
gation of Snvigny, which was founded in 
Normandy in 1112 by the Blessed Vita Us

the death. o£ St Bernard, the thirty 
Savigny houses, including Buckfast, of 
which Eustace, was then abbot, were 
joined to Clairvaux, and thus became a 
part of the great Cistercian order. 


Soon after this Buckfast developed into 


one of the moat important monasteries in 
the great diocese of Exeter. It originated 
the woollen trade, which became such :i 
feature of the district, and »vas identified 
with other local industries. Moreover, it 
had a great reputation for its discipline 
and the ardor of its observances. 
AVlicn 


these began to relax, as happened in so 
many of the Cisterlan houses, there w;i 
a perceptible diminution in the munlicr of 
those who bad formerly flocked to the 
abbey. The reputation of the monks for 
learning, 
kindliness 
and 
benevolence, 


however, seems to have continued even 
down to the unhappy days of the disso- 
lution. 


The last abbot recognized by the 


Roman Church was John Rede, who died 
In 1535, the year of the visitation ordered 
by King Henry VIII., ns a result of 
which Gabriel Donuo was put into the 
vacant chair and in 1535 surrendered the 
house to the King. The buildings were 
sold at once, the lead was stripped from 
the roof and the buildings that had shel- 
tered the monks for so many years were 
abandoned to decay. 
Thus they stoot 


dismantled and lonely for almost three 
and a half centuries. They were not so 
famous as some of tlie ruined abbeys of 
England and comparatively few tourism 
sought them out. 


They were not forgotten, thougi,, by the 


order that had once owned the abbey, and 


ogally conveyed to I lie monks, and they 
lave been in possession since. 


They decided to follow tic old conven- 


tional Cistercian arrangement of the ab- 
bey in their efforts to restore the bwild- 
ngs, with the 
churtfh and grouped around it the chapter!

ment. The church was 220 feet, long, hav- 
ing short transepts, each 
eastern chapel. All of these are approach- 
ing completion on the ancient foundations, 
the monks meanwhile having built a tem- 
porary chapel for their use.

been carefully restored and the south wing 
of lib a monastery has been rebuilt in 
twelfth century style. It was opened in 
1S80. 


Almost nothing was known of the his- 


tory of Bnckfast Abbey until a few years 
ago, when among a mass of waste paperj 
and parchment bought by an Exeter mer- 
chant from various sources was found a 
fragment of a parchment book which 
proved to be part of a Cartulary of Buck- 
fast Abbey. 


Although this was only a, fragment it 


gave much interesting information as to 
the possessions of the abbey, the names 
of abbots and a record of the early bene- 
factors and landowners. 


From these records we learn that one 


of the earliest benefactors was the Baron 
of Totncs Cnstle, a few miles down the 
Dart from Bnckfast Castle Abbey. With 
his two sons the Baron came to the 
chapel, and the three assented "with their 
entire hearts1' to give lands to the Nor- 
man monktt from

You're not going to meet persons scratch- 
ing their heads in an effort to remember 
who Is Secretary of tho Navy. His name 
stands out in President Wilson's adminis- 
tration like the Adam's apple in a gicaffe. 


The name Wilson has played a, promi- 


nent part in his busy career. 
He was 


born in Washington, 3f. C., but not long 
after the family moved to Wilson, iu the 
same State. Newspapers always had a 
powerful fascination for him. While he 
was helping himself to the "three R's" he 
got the idea (hot it would be a grand 
little thing to own the most powerful 
paper in his native State. 
The school- 


room door had not closed 'behind him be- 
fore he laid the foundation for this goal 
by starting an amateur newspaper. He 
was only eighteen at the time he began 
moulding public opinion. 
He studied law 


and was admitted to the Bar, but never 
had any idea of abandoning the route he 
bad mapped out for himself. 


His projross in the newspaper business 


was rapid. He bought the Raleigh Chron- 
icle in 1885 and took the opposite end of 
every argument advanced by the News nnd 
Observer, a rival newspaper. The fight 
was red hot while it lasted and ended with 
Mr. Daniels taking over his competitor 
and consolidating both sheets under the 
name of the Newa and Observer. 
He 


worked fifteen to twenty hours a day to 
make that paper a success. He installed 
modern machinery as fast as his limited 
capital would permit, adopted modern 
methods and ran the circulation up until 
the newspaper goal he net out for had been 
attained. It is one of the most, powerful 
papers south of the Mason and Dixon line, 
and he is still giving it all the attention he 
can spare from hla public duties. 


Friends who hare followed him 


his Btrurcles tell how Mrs. Daniels wa« 
wont to join her husband in the editorial 
sanctum after supper every night. She 
wrote, read proofs, entertained Tisitors tod 
gave her husband every assistance. Mrs. 
Daniels was Mils Alice Worth Bajley, 
daughter of Major W. H. Bagley. She 
was married to Mr. Daniels May 2, 1888. 
She Is a sister of Ensign Worth Bagley, 
the first officer of the line killed in the 
Spanish-American war. He was slain 
during the escape of the torpedo boat 
Winslow from the' harbor of Cardenas, 
Cuba. Mr. and Mrs.'Daniels and their 
children are extremely popular in Raleigh 
nnd throughout the Tarheel State. 


Mr. Daniels does not take up much 


room. He is a man of medium height 
with a shock of black hair that is just 
beginning to fade alxjut the edges. 
His 


face is deeply lined and you are sure he 
is severe until he smile*.
